things. Indeed, the Government had hesi- 
tated to use the very powers on which they 
had formerly insisted as vital for the effectual 
suppression of associations antagonistic to 
them, and had weakly fallen back upon two 
minor sub-sections. 

„This, said Harrington, ‘‘is to me evi- 
dence that the Government have no confi- 
dence in their own measure and that they are 
too conscious of its powerlessness to accom- 
plish the objects which they are aiming at to 
put the whole section into force. If the Gov- 
ernment believed, when the bill was before 
the House, as they say they did, that the Na- 
tional League encouraged persons to commit 
crimes, why bad not they the courage to pro- 
claim it now on that ground?’’ 

VAGUENESS OF THE PROCLAMATION. 
Being asked what reply could be made on 
behalf of the League to the allegation contain- 
ed in the proclamation that the organization 
was one which, in parts of Ireland, promotes 
and incites to acts of violence and intimida- 
tion, and interferes with the administration of 
the law, Harrington said that the terms of the 
proclamation were too vague to controvert in 
detail until those parts of Ireland in which the 
acts alleged to have been committed were 
specified. Hecould no more than deny in 
general terms that any such acts were counte- 
nanced by the League. A great deal depends 
too, upon the construction of the phrase, 
Interterence with the administration of the 
law. What the Government viewed as inter- 
ference with the law might de considered in 
quite another light by the National League. 
So far from encouraging the commission 
of crime, it was a matter of common 
knowledge that time after time the Central 
Executive of the League hed had to exercise 
its disciplinary powers to prevent the name of 
the League being used to cover proceedings 
which were offenses against common law. In- 
deed, on several occasions the Central Execu- 
tive had been forced even to suppress refrad- 
branches of the League for disobeying its 
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The Government will not succeed in suppress- 
ing it, no matter what the ground be on which 
they proceed against it. The National League 
will flourish when the Conservative Govern- 
ment is dead and forgotten.’’ 

The Freeman’s Journal of yesterday stated 
that eighty mémbers of the English Gladstone 
Liberals have signified their intention of 
definitely joining the National League.

Muldrow says: ‘‘The Indians under Colorow 
have been staying in Colorado on the western 
border, near the Uncompaghre reservation 
in Utah, greatly to the dissatisfaction of set- 
tlers in that locality who have frequently com- 
plained. It appears from press reports that 
they are resisting by forcethe civil process of 
the State authorities, and are creating consid- 
erable alarm by their conduct. This depart- 
ment has made several efforts to induce them 


to remain upon the reservationin Utah. Un- 
der the laws the Indians are encouraged to 
sever their tribal relations, and are entitled to 
seek homes and selections of lands on 
the public domain. The Department 
has no information that the presence of 
these Indians in Colorado is for that 

urpose. On the other hand, reports hereto- 
ore set out the claim of these Indians that 
they were on their reservation, which seems 
not to be the fact. It is very desirable that 
these Indians should remain upon their reser- 
vation, where they can have the care and su- 

ervision of the agent aathorized by law to 
ook afterthem. Asthe aid of the military 
seems to have been invoked to prevent the 
threathened outbreak, and to preserve the 
peace, Ihave the honor to recommend that 
while the force of troopsisin the locality, all 
— sand means may be used by it to induce the 
ndians to go to and remain upon their 
reservation.’’ 

TRYING TO AVOID BLOODSHED. 

A copy of Gen. Terry’s telegram was sent to 
the Acting Secretary of War with instructions 
to give it the utmost consideration. The 
meager informaton contained in the dis- 
patenes from Forit Duchesne is ali of an 
official nature that the military authorities 
have to guide them. The reports of an en- 
gagement between Colorow and the Sheriff's 
posse do not, in the opinion of the War De- 
partment officials, warrant the use of troops 
to suppress the supposed outbreak. As soon 
as the Indians are attacked by troops, they 
will not only defend themselves, but will at 
once attack settlements and settlers, and in 
order to avoid an Indian war the assistance of 
troops will be withheld until it is 
necessary for the protection of citizens, 
and every effort will be made to induce the In- 
dians toreturn quietly to their reservation. 
From the character of the information re- 
ceived the military authorities are inclined to 
the belief thatthe State authorities did not 
exercise the best judgment and were too pre- 
cipitate in their attempt to serve a civil process 
onthe Indians. It is hoped, however, that 
all troubles may be suppressed without blood- 
shed.

They appear to be playing what is called a 
waiting game. o not think any of the lead- 
ing Republicans “that I have seen have 
any definite idea about the future. 
They want to walt and see what the 
Democrats are going to do before taking 
action. Idon’t believe that the Republican 
Convention will be held next year until after 
the Democratic one has been held. Senator 
Hawley, who is regarded by many Republicans 
asavery strong candidate, has been here for 
several weeks. The General is in splendid 
health, and has been the recipient of a great 
deal of attention from prominent people of Lon- 
don. Even he was not anxious to discuss the 
political situation, although ordinarily he 
bas very vigorous views upon the sub- 
ject.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Instructions to the Revenue Cutter Com- 
mander in the Alaskan Service. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August 2.—The Ot- 
tawa, Ontario, dispatch stating that the com- 
manders of United States vessels in the Alaskan 
service has been ordered to seize all sealing 


crafts found in Behring Sea, unless they are 
owned by the Alaska Fur Company, is 
incorrect. The instructions to the com- 
mander of the United States cutter were: 
Tou will proceed with your revenue steamer 
to the Seal Islands. You are hereby clothed 
with full power to enforce section 
1956, revised statutes, which rohibits 
the killing of any seal, mink or other fur- bear- 
ing animals within the limits of Alaska Terri 
tory and waters thereof, except under the 
provisions of other sections of the statutes.’’ 

The exceptions relate to the right of the 


Alaska Fur Company to take seal in 
limited numbers from the islands of St. Paul 
and St. George, and the right of the 


natives to kill them for food and clothing. 
Under these instructions no vessel can be 
seized except when clearly engaged in seal- 
ing. Thereis no exception in the case of 
the vessels of the Alaska Company; if caught 
sealing they are subject to seizure, and the 
only concession to that company isthe right 
to kill seal on land’’ at St. George and St. 
Paul Islands.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 23.—Warrants 


for pensions amounting to $16, -

THE BUCKET-SHOPS WILL BE RUNNING 
AGAIN IN SEPTEMBER. 


Ed Price Thinks He Has Found a Way to Do 
Small Trading Under the Protection of 
Law—He Will Sell Privileges Instead of 
Options—The Bucket-Shop Business in 
New York—four Individuals Doing a 
Contrabaad Trade on the St. Louis Ex- 
change. 


The bucket-shops are about to re-open. 
After two months of enforced idleness they 
are about to resume business at the old stand. 
For the benefit of those who are not familiar 
with the ways and manners of the speculative 
world it may be as well to explain that a 
‘*bucket-shop’’ is a place where options on 
grain, provisions and stocks are traded in tn 
smaller quantities than you can trade in these 
articles on the floor of any regular Exchange. 
The minimum limit of trading in grain, for 
instance, on the floor of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change is 5,000 bushels. No contract for the 
purchase or delivery of grain for any future 
month is recognized on Change unless it is 
for 5,000 bushels or more. In backet-shops 
trades are taken in 600, 1,000 or 2,000 bushels of 
grain. On the Exchange if you desire 
to buy you must look for a eller. 
In the bucket-shop they will either 


buy or sell at the quoted rate of the Chica 9 
New York or St. Louis Exchange, and on de- 
posit of a certain amount for commission and 
margin will give you a contract either way 
you wish. 

Bucket-shop trading is discouraged by 
members of the Merchants’ Exchange for 
two reasons, In the first place certain mem- 
bers of the Exchange believe that the bucket- 
shop being open and trading in it possible on 
smal] sumsjof money. is a temptation to young 
men to gamble. In the second place a num- 
ber ot brokers on the Exchange believe that 
the bucket- shops take away some of their 
business. For these two reasons as well as 
for some others of lesser weight the Merchants’ 
Exchange is by a large majority opposed to 
bucket-shops. For soine years the merchants 
on Change endeavored to obtain the 
passage of 


A LAW 
r bucket-shop business. Last win- 

r they were successful. A law was passed 
which prohibited gambling in grain, stocks 
and provisions outside the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. A similar law was passed in Illinois. 
The Missouri law not only prohibited bucket- 
shop trading, but madeita serious offense to 
rent out a place for 1 . business. 
When the law went into effect the Chamber of 
Commerce Association notified the bucket- 
shop proprietors that they would have to 
move out. This was on June 20. 

When they were turned out of the Chamber 
of Commerce the bucket-shop men went out 
of business. They consulted among them- 
selves with the idea of testing the law in the 


courts, but as there was no favorable 
spot for them to locate, and as 
the warm, dull season had come on 


they tinally abandoned the idea and most of 
them went East for the summer. There was 
one bucket-shop opened on Third street 
and it has done a thriving busi- 
ness. The proprietors alaim to de 
acting as agents for Murphy, the big 
Chicago bucket-shop man, who is a member 
of the Chicago Board of Trade. It is probable 
if any attempt had been made,this shop would 
have been successfully prosecuted under the 
bucket-shop law, but no effort has been made 
and the shop has run on unmolested. 
ED PRICE, 

one of the old bucket-shop proprietors, re- 
turned from the East yesterday with a scheme 
to beat the bucket-shop law. ‘‘It was my in- 
tention,’’ he said this morning, to 
open a place in New York, but when 
Iran across this idea 1 determined to return 
to this city and test the plan. Iwill not at- 
tempt to sell options, or in any way to violate 
the law. Instead of selling options I will 
sell ‘puts’ and calls. They are not options 
and lam assured they are not included in the 
scope of the law’s prohibition. Puts 
and calls are privileges. For trading pur- 
oses, however, they are t as satis- 
actory as options. I will sell puts“ or 
alls“ on stocks or grain or provisions for 
any future month on the basis of the 
quoted market rate. I have applied to my at- 
torney for an opinion on the subject and I ex- 
pect itto-morrow. It may be necessary to 
test the matter in the courts, and I 
will open 1 small 
that is done. Then I expect to 
intothe Exchange building. New York is a 
good place for the business. There are twen- 
ty-two places running there, and all are mak- 


ing money. We all made a great 
deal of mone last season. I 
cleared about ,000 I made over 


$1,000 a month selling puts and calls good only 
for the next day. I was caught once for $900, 
but that was exceptional. he business is a 
sufe one. I brought copies of Russell Sage’s 
privilege contracts and others back with me. 

‘*Puts’’ and calls, which come under 
the general head of ‘‘privileges,’’ are peculiar 
styles of gambling contracts. A put“ is the 

rivilege of selling a certain amount of grain, 

or instance, toa man, at a fix 

‘‘eall’’ is the privilege of har it of 
him at a figure named. If the 
mentioned in the put contract goes below 
the flaure mentioned in the contract within 
the time limitit can be bought in and then 
put or sold to the person giving the put“ 
at the contract price. Privileges are largely 
dealt non Change. 

The Chamber ot Commerce Association will 
be rejoiced at the return of the bucket- shops. 
The income from the rooms occupied by them 
was 700 a month. One of their rooms was 
rented fora billiard room at $200 a month 
recently, but the others are hard to rent on 
account of their size. 

CONTRABAND TRADING. 

There are at least four members of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange who are taking orders on 
the floor of the Exchange for lots of 600 and 
1,000 bushels of grain for future delivery. 
This is expressly forbidden by the Exchange 
rules. Two years ago a member of the Ex- 
change was suspended for this contraband 
trading.

RATES TO THE ENCAMPMENT, 


Representatives of Western Railroads Read 


justing the Rates to St. Louis. 


An important railroad meeting with refer- 
ence to the Grand Army Encampment is be- 
ing held at the southern Hotel to-day. The 
meeting is for the purpose of taking steps to 
meet the rate of one cent per mile each way 
made by the Kansas & Nebraska, which is the 
Kansas road of the. Rock Island. 
Rock Island has no road to St. Louis, and, 
therefore, the rate can only be made to the 
Missouri river or Kansas City, but it 1806 
seriously to interfere with the t of the 
Kansas roads and the roads which have Kansas 
connections and branches. The meeting was 
called to take action in the matter and em- 
braces the representatives of all Western 
roads interested. At the

son, opeka anta Fe, Missouri 
Pacific, Wabash & Western, Chicago & Alton, 
— Sas aaa & Quincy, St. Louis & San 
Franc „Burlington & Missouri River, South - 
ern Kansas and Kansas City, Fort Scott 
& Gulf. Railways. The meeting organized this 
morning by the election of General Passenger 
Agent Townsend of the Missouri Pacific, Chair- 
man, and after a general discussion ofthe 
question adjourned until3 o'clock this after- 
noon when the representatives reassembled. 

The roads represented in the meeting are all 
opposed to the rate of l cent per mile and the 
roads running into St. Louis will not adopt it, 
but strenuously favor maintaining the 1 
cent per mile rate. The same difficult 
of maintaining the one-fare rate was expert 
enced by the Eastern roads when the O. & M. 
announced a l-cent rate, and the Central 
Traffic Association passed a resolution adopt- 
ing the rate over all lines. 

We will not meet the rate,’’ said a promi- 
nent Western representative to-day, ‘ 
not propose to follow a road like the Bock 
Island, with only a few points in Kansas trom 
which to get its traffic, but we will entirely re- 
adjust the rates in a way that will make them 
even more satisfactory tothe general public.’’ 

It is claimed that a 1-cent rate all through 
would simply swamp the railroads durin 9 
encampment with local traffic and would not 
be much of a gain to the Grand Army. 
It is claimed also that the roads do not 
object so much to giving the note for this oo- 
casion but object because it would demoralize 
rates and would be a dangerous precedent for 
the future,as every littie gathering would claim 
similar concessions. The only problem to be 
met is simply to adjust rates so that the Kansas 
roads which compete with the Rock Island 
shall be on an equal basis with it on bust 
ness to the Missouri River. This will be done 
by a general readjustment, but itis probable 
that the one-fare rate from Kansas City and 
other points on the river will be maintained. 

The representatives of the Grand Army are 
pressing for the l cent rate, and there is little 
doubt but that such a rate would vastly in- 
crease the travel to St. Louis during the 
Encampment. The difference in fare from Kan 
sas City at the one-fare rate and the 1 cent 
rate would be $1.65, one being $7.50 and the 
other $5.85.

A National Bank Cashier Who Skipped Out 
With the Funds.

WARD’S ISLAND ASYLUM. 


A Red-Hot Report by the Committee of In- 
vestigation. 


NEw YORK, August 23.—The committee which 
investigated the Ward’s Island Insane Asylum 
has prepared its report. It finds that much or 
the food given the patients is unhealthy and 
improperly prepared. It says that the way the 
patients are compelled to eat the mixtures set 
before them is wrong and shameful. A 
number of the buildings are found tobe in 


such bad condition that they advise they be 
ulled down. All the buildings are 
ound to be seriously overcrowded and in 
consequence ina filthy and unhealthy e¢ondi 
tion. The personnel of the attendants does 
notseem to have found favor with the com- 
mittee. The antecedents of some were found 
to be ‘‘none of the best,“ and after the day 
off, allowed them every fortnight, many 
were in the habit of returning 
intoxtosted, Some of the atten - 
dants wa previously bartenders, 
which 3 ted to their disadvantage, as 
the comm concluded that this occupation 
would hardly fitone for the care of helpless 
and insane patients. Many of the attendants 
were found to be, inthe language of the re- 
port, ‘‘decidedly rough, coarse and untrust- 
worthy, if not positively bad. The 
examinations for appointment being 
regulated by civil-service rules, the 
General Superintendent was not held respon- 
sible for the selection of attendants. The re- 
port states that evidence was given which 
demonstrates to almost a mathematical cer- 
tainty that the patients have been cruelly 
treated by some of the attendants. The re- 
ort shows that two-thirds of the patients are 
oreign born. In conclusion, the committee 
advise the complete reorganization of the 
asylum.

A BASE BALL STRIKE 


Will Be Inaugurated Next Year by the 
League Players. 


From the Philadelphia Press. 

„The present contract between base ball 
clubs and the players will not be signed next 
rear. 

Thus spoke ex-Capt. John M. Ward of the 
New York team yesterday. Mr. Ward is ina 
position to speak with knowledge. He not 
only stands at the head of his profession in 
point of intelligence as well as in the front 


rank of players, but is president of the 
Brotherhood of Base Ball Players, and speaks 
for rag” members of the National League 
teams. hat number includes all of the regu- 
lar players, and they are unanimous in de- 
claring that the contract shall be modified 
next season. 

Mr. Ward’s articles and expressions on the 
injustice of the present contract and on the 
buying and selling of players has paved the 
way for the demand which will be made that 
an entirely new form of contract be adopted. 

‘*I have already taken steps to bring about 
the change we so much desire,’’ said Mr. Ward. 
‘*I wrote aletter to President Young of the 
National League, before the meeting at 
Asbury Park, in which I ee | but 
mildiy stated the condition 0 at · 
fairs. I told him that we thought 
the subject might be discussed at the Asbury 
Park meeting and requested that a reply be 
sent. I have received no reply, however. In 
my letter I said that the old contract had out- 
— its usefulness. That it might have 

een necessary at one time, but that the base 
ball player of ten years ago was not the player 
of to-day. Thesuggestion was plain in the 
letter that the players had decided not to sign 
the old contract again, and that it must be 
modified so as to make it a just and equitabile 
as well as a legal document. 

‘*Suppose the proprietors refuse to make 
the change?’’ 

Then such action will be taken as the occa- 
sion demands. I don’t say there will be a 
great strike of base ball players; indeed, it is 
very difficult at this time to say just what will 
be done in the event of the owners ignoring 
our demands, but that something of a positive 
character would result is beyon@question.’’ 

What would be theresult of a ight between 
the tte: and the owners?’’ 

**] was talking with a manager some time 
ago on that very subject. He told me there 
was no use in the players W oo and 
kicking against the owners. e intimated 
that some of the leaders would be blacklisted 
should any signs of trouble over the matter be 
seen and asked the question you have just 
asked. Isaidto him: ‘The public come to 
see the players and not the managers. You 
and the owners of clubs generally may or may 
not occupy your boxes; the public 
are indifferent. If you should attempt to 
blacklist any player because of his con- 
nection witir our Brotherhood the mana- 
gers and the owners would go, but the 
players would stay.” We are ready atany 
time to let the owners go and the manifest in- 

ustice of the present contract and system of 

uying and selling players would piace the 
public on our side at once. Ido not expect 
to seesuchafight. However, the old contract 
must go. 

The Brotherhood includes at present only 
National League Clubs, but an effort is being 
made to organize such an association in the 
American Association and the minor leagues. 
Already several of the most intelligent Associ- 
ation players have been discussing the matter 
and itis 1 that such au organization 
will be effected at the end of the present sea- 
son. Inthe National League each club is a 
chapter of the Brotherhood, with a representa- 
tive in the Executive Committee. Meetings of 
the committee are held whenever the clubs are 
piaying close together, and an important meet- 

ng will be held when the Western clubs come 
Kast again. 

Speaking of the movement to organize the 
Brotherhood in the American Association Mr. 
Ward said: ‘‘We had it about fixed for «a man 
to go ahead and do the work. 
He was a member of the Pitts- 
burg Club. Just at that time Pittsburg came 
into the League,and that fact knocked us 
out. There are several men who are fully 
competent to organizethe movement, and, 
since the Association players are with us 
in the matter of breaking up the old contract, 
I expect to see a Brotherhood organized 
shortly. Comiskey, Stovey, Burns, Fennelly 
anda dozen others could be mentioned who 
could get the matter in shape. Of course we 
would help them.
